THE SERGEANTS 


The archives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts contain an entry dated March 
13, 1638, indicating the Governor Winthrop granted a charter to the Military Company of 
Massachusetts. The records of the “Company” reveal that on the first Monday in June 1638, 
Robert Keayne was elected the first commander and John Oliver and Joshua Hughes elected 


Sergeants. 


Richard Morris, a charter member of the company, served as Sergeant in 1637 and Thomas 
Savage, another charter member, is noted as serving as the Company’s first Orderly Sergeant. 
Thus began the traditions of Sergeant's service to the Company that has survived to modern 


times with little change. 


Today candidates for Sergeant of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts usually begin planning a year or two in advance and join forces with other 
Ancients to prepare a campaign for election to the office for the year of their choice. Each 
candidate must declare his intention to seek the position of Sergeant of Infantry or Sergeant of 
Artillery. Nominations are held on the first Monday in May. Elections are held at the Second 
Regular Meeting in May along with other commissioned officers, six Sergeants of Infantry and 


six of Artillery are elected. 


The seniority of the Sergeants is determined by popular vote with the First Sergeant of 
Infantry being the “Chairman” for the group. At the ceremonial Drumhead Election on June 
Day, on Boston Common, the new Sergeants assume their responsibilities as they receive their 
Espontoons and march off the Common to host their first hospitality event prior to the June 


Day banquet. 
The ensuing twelve months are filled with great activity; meetings, financial matters, social 


functions parades, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, funeral details and the Year Book. 


During the course of the year, relationships between the Sergeants establish bonds as close as 


brothers, which last the rest of their lives. 


Note: Being a Sergeant in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery perhaps was best described by the Late 
LTC Jack Drummey: “Most men wouldn't take the job again for a million dollars...or trade the experi- 


ence for two million. 
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DEDICATION 


The ceremony at the Normandy American Cemetery concluded and the Company had an 
opportunity to stroll the immaculately landscaped grounds. Reading the names upon the 
marble crosses and Stars of David of American heroes buried so far from home; I 
struggled to remember part of President Washington’s farewell address. Later, back at 
home, I had a chance to revisit it. 


“Why quit our own to stand upon foreign ground? Why by interweaving our destiny with 
that of any part of Europe, entangle our peace and prosperity in the toils of European 
ambition, rivalship, interest, humor or caprice?” 


Having the Isolationist luxury of vast oceans and harboring no dreams of foreign 
conquest, Americans everywhere in 1796 would have wholeheartedly agreed. 
Unfortunately, with the advent of the 20" century and the realities of technology, 
international power and politics, President Washington’s luxury had long ago been 
removed, requiring the pride of our nation to pick up their guns unfurl the stars and 
stripes and march off to foreign battlefields. 


Speaking at Gettysburg, President Lincoln stated,” The world will little note nor long 
remember what we say here, but they will never forget what they did here.” 

President Lincoln’s modesty did not allow him to believe that what he said would be 
“long remembered”. His remarkable humility would perhaps have been better suited to 
Our Company’s ceremony and visit to the hallowed ground of the Normandy Cemetery 
and beaches. Truly, “the world will little note’ our presence on that foreign beachhead, 
yet I’m sure that all the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. who were 
there in October 2009, will ‘Long remember” the day and surely, with profound 
gratitude, “never forget what they did there.” 


It is to the memory of these heroic men and women laid to rest above the beaches of 
Normandy and to all Americans who made the ultimate sacrifice on behalf of the 
nation and the world, that this book is most humbly dedicated.

Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


James Monroe 
The 5th President 


4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He 
was the fourth President from Virginia. He had been 
Secretary of State and of War under Madison. His 
administration is known as the “era of good feel- 
ings.” There was no political strife. Upon re-election 
Monroe received all but one of the electoral votes cast. 
The dissenting vote was cast by an elector from New 
Hampshire who declared that only Washington should 
have the honor of a unanimous election. 

James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, on 28 April 1758. In 1776 he enlisted in 
the Continental Army where he served with distinc- 
tion. After the War he studied law and served in the 
Virginia Legislature; and, in 1790 he was elected to 
the United States Senate. He represented the United 
States in France, Spain and England. He negotiated the 
Louisiana Purchase. He was twice Governor of Virginia. 
Monroe married Elizabeth Kortwright of New York in 
1786 and had two daughters. 

During the Monroe administration Florida was pur- 
chased from Spain. Agitation over the admission 
of Missouri as a slave state resulted in the Missouri 
Compromise of 1820. His name has become insepara- 
ble associated with the famous political doctrine which 


denies to European nations the right to interfere with 
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the existing governments in North and South America, 
or to colonize any part of the Americas. Known as the 
Monroe Doctrine, it was first expressed in his annual 
message of 1823 and has tremendously influenced our 
attitude toward South American countries and our 
whole foreign policy right up to the present time. 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he 


was received with great enthusiasm and v provided 


with a military escort. It was on this visit that President 
Monroe was enrolled a member of the A& HAC on 30 
June 1817 and was then elected an Honorary Member, 
the highest distinction which the Company can bestow. 
James Monroe retired to Virginia when he left the 
White House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in 


New York, where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the 


third President to die on the nation’s birthday. Burial in 
1831 was in New York but in 1858 his remains were 
removed with great pomp to Richmond, Virginia, and 


re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Cemetery.

Chester Alan Arthur 


The 21st President 
20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 


An_assassin’s bullet ended the term of President 
Garfield and Vice President Chester Alan Arthur 
moved into the office of President on 20 September 
1881. When he retired in 1885 he had won respect for 
his administration. 

Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, Vermont, 
on 5 October 1830, the son of a Baptist minister. He 
graduated from Union College, taught school, and 
studied law. In 1854 he was admitted to the bar and 
began to practice in New York City. He married 
Ellen Lewis Herndon in 1859. He became prominent 
because of his success in two suits involving negroes. 
One was the “Lemmon Case” in which he secured a 
decision that a slave brought into New York in transit 
between two slaves states was free while in New York; 
the other decision was that negroes were entitled to the 
same privileges as white people on the street railways 
of New York City. During the Civil War Arthur served 
as quartermaster general of the state troops. He was 
appointed Collector of Customs for the Port of New 
York in 1871. 

He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and 
reversed his previous policy toward the Civil Service 
by signing the Pendleton Law for its reform in 1883. 
During his term of office the Tariff Act of 1883 was 
passed; the Southern Pacific, the Northern Pacific, 
and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were 


completed; a treaty with Nicaragua was negotiated to 


permit us to construct a canal, railway and telegraph 


line across that country; a reciprocal trade treaty with 


Mexico was signed; and the Washington Monument 
was completed and on Saturday, 21 February 1885 
it was dedicated. On the occasion of this dedication, 
in General Philip H. Sheridan’s Order, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company was assigned as 
Honorary Escort to the President of the United States. 
The President tendered the entire Company a reception 
at the White House. 

In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was 
celebrated in Marshfield on account of the centen- 
nial celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The 
Company had been invited to do escort duty to the 
President of the United States. It was on the occasion of 
this pleasant ducy that President Arthur was enrolled a 
member of the AXHAC on 12 October 1882, and was 
then elected an Honorary Member, the highest distinc- 
tion which the Company can bestow. 

When his term expired, President Arthur retired to 
New York, where he lived less than two years, dying 
on 18 November 1886. Burial was in Rural Cemetery, 
Albany, New York.

Calvin Coolidge 
The 30th President 


3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the 
office of President just before dawn on 3 August 1923, 
three hours after the news of President Harding's death 
reached him at Plymouth, Vermont, where he was 
visiting his father. The oath of office was administered 
there by his father, a justice of the peace and country 
storekeeper. 

A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the birth- 
place of Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 1872 and his boy- 
hood and youth were spent there. He graduated from 
Amherst College, studied law and began to practice 
in Northampton, Massachusetts. In 1905 he married 
Grace Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 

In Northampton he entered local politics and later 
served in the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and Senate. He became President of the Senate; was 
elected Lieutenant Governor and was Governor in 1919 
and again in 1920. In every official post he held, econ- 
omy and efficiency were the ideals to which he adhered. 
Governor Coolidge attained national prominence with 
his handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919, and 
in 1920 at the Republican national convention he was 
nominated for the vice presidency of the United States. 
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When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated by 
President Harding's death, he continued to function in 
the calm, judicial way in which he had filled all previous 
offices. Economy was his watchword and he carried out 
his principle, worked for tax reduction and the retire- 
ment of national indebtedness. 

President Coolidge was nominated — by the 
Republicans for a second term in 1924. His administra- 
tion was an era of prosperity in the United States and he 
was considered for a third term. However, on 2 August 
1927 President Coolidge announced, “I do not choose 
to run for President in 1928.” His decision was firm. 

As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge had 
been the Commander-in-Chief of the A& HAC. During 
his administration he won the high regard and admira- 
tion of all thoughtful men and women. He stood firmly 
for the principles our Company had advocated during 
its existence. For these reasons, President Coolidge was 
enrolled as a member of AK®HAC on 5 May 1924 and 
was then elected an Honorary Member. 

In 1929 President Coolidge retired to his home 
in Northampton, Massachusetts, where he died on 
3 January 1933. Burial was in Hillside Cemetery, 


Plymouth, Vermont. 


Fourth Presidential Member of A.H.A.C 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


John E. Kennedy 
The 35th President 


20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John EF Kennedy, at 43, was the youngest man 
ever elected President and was the first Roman 
Catholic to hold the office. He was born in Brookline, 
Massachusetts, on 29 May 1917, the second son in the 
large family of Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, the daughter of a former Boston Mayor. He 


was graduated from Harvard in 1940. His senior thesis 


was published in the same year under the title, Why 
England Slept. 

In World War 11, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded 
a PT boat in the Pacific and for gallantry in action 
he received the Navy and Marine Corps Medal. He 
was elected to Congress in 1946 and to the United 
States Senate in 1952. He was re-elected to the Senate 
in 1958. He was married in 1953 to Jacqueline Lee 
Bouvier of New York. In 1955 he wrote his Pulitzer 
Prize-winning best seller, Profiles in Courage. 

He began his Administration by calling for a “New 
Frontier” and asked for immediate action on many 
social and economic problems. The New. Frontier 
brought youth and excitement, tone and style to the 
White House and Kennedy's warm, vigorous public 


image was as well known abroad as here at home. 


President Kennedy established the Peace Corps 
and in Southeast Asia he negotiated a truce in Laos 
and increased American aid to fight the Vietnamese 
Communists. 

During his term, the East Germans aggravated the 
Berlin situation by constructing a wall across the city in 
August 1961 to halt the flow of refugees to the West. 
In 1962 aerial reconnaissance showed missiles and war- 
planes in Cuba capable of attacking much of the U.S. 
and South America. Kennedy ordered a naval blockade 
of the island to prevent further arms shipments. 

On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was shot 
twice as his motorcade paraded through the streets of 
Dallas, Texas. The President died within an hour. The 
accused assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was captured the 
same day, but was himself shot and killed before he 
could be brought to trial. 

John F, Kennedy was enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC on 16 April 1956 and was elected an Honorary 
Member on 3 April 1961. On the occasion of his 
Inaugural as President on 20 January 1961, seventy- 
five officers and members proudly participated in the 


Inaugural Parade in Washington, D.C.

13 December 1862 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the skirmish line, this soldier 
voluntarily returned to the front line under a severe fire and carried the wounded man to 
a place of safety.” 

George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, Massachusetts, 2 February 1836, enlisted as 
a private in the 13th Massachusetts Infantry and was assigned to Company 1). He distin- 
guished himself at the Battle of Antietam, when on 17 September 1862, while under fire, 
he carried two wounded comrades from the firing line to a rear area and then returned to 
the firing line. 

In January 1864, he was commissioned as a Captain in the 82nd Regiment of ULS. 
Colored Infantry. He was promoted to Brevet Major on 13 March 1865, for distinguished 
and meritorious service, and was mustered out on 10 September of the following year. 


Maynard served the AXHAC as I st Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and then as 4th 


Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, Massachusetts, 26 December 1927, at the age of 


91 years.

Lowell Mason Maxham 


Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham 


Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia 
3 May 1863 


This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a deadly fire from the 
enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, rallied the colors, rushed bravely forward, 
and was the first to enter the enemy's works on the crest of Marye’s Heights, Virginia, 
and helped plant his regimental colors there.” 

Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South Carver, Massachusetts, 6 December 
1841, was assigned as a Private in Company F of the 7th Massachusetts Infantry. As 
a Corporal he fought through the Peninsular Campaign of 1862- at Antietam and 
Fredericksburg- and then the Chancelorsville Campaign the next year, including the 
Battle of Marye’s Heights. Immediately after this victory, lines were reformed, Maxham 
was called before his regiment and promoted to Color Sergeant. Not realizing how 
badly Maxham was wounded, the commander placed the colors in his charge. Maxham 
took the flag into the second battle of the day at Salem Heights where he was again 
wounded and carried from the battlefield disabled for life. He was discharged from 
the service by reason of wounds on 18 August 1863. 

Corporal Maxham served the AX&HAC as 3rd Sergeant of Infantry in 1891, He 


died in Boston Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, at the age of 89 years.

Francis Snow Hasseltine 


Colonel Francis Snow Hasseltine 
Matagorda Bay, Texas, 


29 and 30 December 1863 


“In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted a reconnaissance 
for two days, baffling and beating back an attacking force of more than 1,000 
Confederates, and regained his transport without loss.” 

Francis Snow Hasseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 December 1833, was a mem- 
ber of the 13th Maine Infantry. He was a lawyer by profession. In Volume I of Civil 
War Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, an article appears written by 
Colonel Hasseltine entitled, “Amusing The Enemy.” He vividly described the action 
at Matagorda Bay but modestly omitted the fact that he was awarded the nation’s 
highest military decoration. 

Colonel Hasseltine served as a member of the A&HAC for many years before 


his death in Newtonville, Massachusetts, 17 February 1916, at the age of 83 years.

Gardner Chandler Hawkins 


First Lieutenant Gardner Chandler Hawkins 


The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia 


2 April 1865 


“When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire of the enemy, this 
officer, acting Adjutant of the regiment, sprang forward, and with encouraging 
works cheered the soldiers on, and although desperately wounded, refused to leave 
the field until the enemy’s works were taken.” 

Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, in 1846, joined 
Company E 3rd Vermont Infantry and rose to the rank of First Lieutenant. His 
battle citations were numerous. He won the Medal of Honor during the last desper- 
ate days of the War. The wound he received resulted in the loss of an eye. 

In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the Military Staff of 
His Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
of Massachusetts. 

Colonel Hawkins served as a member of the AX HAC for many years before his 


death in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 December 1913, at the age of 67 years.

George Levick Street, III 


Captain George Levick Street, III 
Harbor of Qualpart Island, off Korea 


14 April 1945 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the 
tisk of his life above and beyond the call of duty as 
Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. TIRANTE dur- 
ing the First War Patrol of that vessel against enemy 
Japanese surface forces in the Harbor of Qualpart 
Island, off the Coast of Korea, on April 14, 1945. 
With the crew at surface battle stations, Commander 
(then Lieutenant Commander) Street approached the 
hostile anchorage from the south within 1200 yards 
of the coast to complete a reconnoitering circuit of 
the island. Leaving the ten-fathom curve far behind, 
he penetrated the mined and shoal obstructed waters 
of the restricted harbor despite numerous patrolling 
vessels and in defiance of five shore-based radar sta- 
tions and menacing aircraft. Prepared to fight it out on 
the surface if attacked, Commander Street went into 
action, sending two torpedoes with deadly accuracy 
into a large Japanese ammunition ship and explod- 
ing the target in a mountainous and blinding glare of 
white flame. With the TIRANTE instantly spotted by 
the enemy as she stood out plainly in the flare of light, 
he ordered the Torpedo Data Computer set up while 
retiring and fired his last two torpedoes to disintegrate 
in quick succession the leading frigate and a similar 
flanking vessel. Clearing the gutted harbor at emer- 
gency full speed ahead, he slipped undetected along the 
shoreline, diving deep as a pursuing patrol dropped a 
pattern of depth charges at the point of submergence. 
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His illustrious record of combat achievement during 
the First War Patrol of the VIRAN TE. characterizes 
Commander Street as a daring and skilled leader and 
reflects the highest credit upon his valiant command 
and the United States Naval Service.” 

George Levick Street, HI born in) Richmond, 
Virginia 27 July 1913) graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1937 and was commissioned an Ensign in 
June of that year. Besides the Congressional Medal Of 
Honor, he is the holder of the Navy Cross, ‘Two Silver 
Stars, Presidential Unit Citation, and the Submarine 
Combat Insignia, all awarded for a series of submarine 
patrols against the Japanese commencing in early 1942. 

Captain Street was enrolled as a member of the 
A& HAC, 27 September 1982. He thus became the 
fifth member to have received the nation’s highest mili- 
tary honor. 

Captain Street served 20 years as a member of A 
& HAC until his death in Andover, Massachusetts, 26 


February 2000 at the age of 87 years.

Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 


Captain Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 


Chosen Reservoir Area of Korea 
4 December 1950 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the 
risk of his life above and beyond the call of duty as a 
pilot in Fighter Squadron 32, while attempting to res- 
cue a squadron mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft 
fire and trailing smoke, was forced down behind enemy 
lines. Quickly maneuvering to circle the downed pilot 
and protect him from enemy troops infesting the area, 
Lt. (jg.) Hudner risked his life to save the injured flier 
who was trapped alive in the burning wreckage. Fully 
aware of the extreme danger in landing on the rough 
mountainous terrain, and the scant hope of escape 
or survival in subzero temperature, he put his plane 
down skillfully in a deliberate wheels-up landing in 
the presence of enemy troops. With his bare hands, he 
packed the fuselage with snow to keep the flames away 
from the pilot and struggled to pull him to his crashed 
aircraft and radioed other airborne planes, requesting 
that a helicopter be dispatched with an axe and fire 
extinguisher. He then remained on the spot despite 


the continuing danger from enemy action and, with 


the assistance of the rescue pilot, renewed a desperate 


but unavailing battle against time, cold, and flames. Lt. 


(jg.) Hudner’s exceptionally valiant action and selfless 
devotion to a shipmate sustain and enhance the highest 
traditions of the U.S. Naval Service.” 

Captain Hudner was enrolled as a member of the 
A&HAC, on 17 April 1990. He thus became the sixth 
member to have received the nation’s highest military 


honor.

Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Charles A. MacGillivary 


Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary 
Woelfling, France 


I January 1945 


“Sergeant MacGillivary led a squad near Woelfling, 
France on I January 1945 when his unit moved forward 
in darkness to meet the threat of a breakthrough by ele- 
ments of the 17th German Panzer Grenadier Division. 
Assigned to protect the left flank, he discovered hostile 
troops digging in. As he reported this information, 
several German machine guns opened fire, stopping the 
American advance. Knowing the position of the enemy, 
Sergeant MacGillivary volunteered to knock out one 
of the guns while another company closed in from the 
right to assault the remaining strong points. He circled 
to the left through woods and snow, carefully worked 
his way to the emplacement and shot the two camou- 
flaged gunners at a range of three feet, as other enemy 
forces withdrew. Early in the afternoon of the same day, 
Sergeant MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnais- 
sance and found that Company I was being opposed 
by about six machine guns reinforcing a company of 
fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an attack 
but was pinned down by furious automatic and small 
arms fire. With a clear idea of where the enemy guns 
were placed, he voluntarily embarked on a lone combat 
patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of all available cover, 
he stalked the enemy, reached a hostile machine gun 
and blasted its crew with a grenade. He picked up a 
sub-machine gun from the battlefield and pressed an

to within ten yards of another machine gun, where the 
enemy crew discovered him and feverishly cried to swing 
their weapon into line to cut him down. He charged 
ahead, jumped into the midst of the Germans and killed 
them with several bursts. Without hesitation, he moved 
on to still another machine gun, creeping, crawling and 
tushing from tree to tree, until close enough to toss a 
grenade into the emplacement and close with its defend- 
ers. His dispatched this crew also, but was himself 
seriously wounded. ‘Vhrough his indomitable fighting 


spirit, great initiative and utter disregard for personal 


safety in the face of powerful enemy resistance, Sergeant 
MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machine guns, and 
immeasurably helped his company to continue on its 
mission with minimum casualties.” 

Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary was enrolled as 
a member of the A® HAC on 6 April 1992. He thus 
became the seventh member to have received the 


nation’s highest military honor.

Thomas G. Kelley 


Captain Thomas Gunning Kelley 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the 
risk of his life above and beyond the call of duty in 
the afternoon while serving as commander of River 
Assault Division 152 during combat operations against 
enemy aggressor forces. Lieutenant Commander (then 
Lt.) Kelley was in charge of a column of 8 river assault 
craft which were extracting | company of U. S. Army 
infantry troops on the east bank of the Ong Muong 
Canal in Kien Hoa Province, when I of the armored 
troop carriers reported a mechanical failure of a load- 
ing ramp. At approximately the same time, Viet Cong 
forces opened fire from the opposite bank of the canal. 
After issuing orders for the crippled troop carrier to 
raise its ramp manually and for the remaining boats 
to form a protective cordon around the disabled craft, 
Lieutenant Commander Kelley realizing the extreme 
danger to his column and its inability to clear the 
ambush site until the crippled unit was repaired, boldly 
maneuvered the monitor in which he was embarked 
to the exposed side of the protective cordon in direct 
line with the enemy’s fire, and ordered the monitor to 
commence firing. Suddenly an enemy rocket scored a 
direct hit on the coxswains flat, the shell penetrating the 
thick armor plate, and the explosion spraying shrapnel 


in all directions. Sustaining serious head wounds from 


the blast, which hurled him to the deck of the monitor, 
Lieutenant Commander Kelley disregarded his severe 
injuries and attempted to continue directing the other 
boats. Although unable to move from the deck or to 
speak clearly into the radio, he succeeded in relaying 
his commands through one of his men until the enemy

tion served to inspire his men and provide the impetus 
needed to carry out the mission after he was medi- 
cally evacuated by helicopter. His extraordinary courage 
under fire, and his selfless devotion to duty sustain and 
enhance the finest traditions of the U S. Naval Service.” 

Captain Thomas G. Kelley was enrolled as a mem- 
ber of the AS HAC on 28 June 1999. He thus became 
the eighth member to have received the nations highest 


military honor.

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ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Chartered in 1638 
The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased and spread, there was no 
organized military force for protection against the Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were formed 
in different settlements but these were only local volunteer companies and there was no joint 
action or centralized authority. Thus the subject of adequate military protection soon became 
a matter of serious consideration. Many of the settlers had been members in England, of the 
Honourable Artillery Company at London (organized and chartered in 1527) and it was natural 
that the military training they had received in that Company should lead them to form a similar 
organization in the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for instruction in discipline and 
tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. He refused the request 
because he feared the establishment of a military force, which might overthrow the civil power. 
However, the Governor finally granted a Charter in March, 1638, and on the firs’ Monday in June 
following, an election of Officers was held on Boston Common. The Common then being an open 
field leading down to the Charles River. The most convenient place to cast the ballots was on the 
head of the drum, which was placed in front of the Company. Since that time, the Company has 
maintained the tradition of holding their annual elections on the Boston Common on the first 


Monday in June by casting the votes on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Keayne, whose home was on the 
corner of State and Washington Street. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London, Upon his death he left, in his will to the Town of Boston, the land at the 
head of State Street for a Town House; together with money to build it, providing however, that 
“the Military Company of Massachusetts” should have a room in the Town House for an Armory. 
This is the land on which the old State House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the 


Town of Boston. 


Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall - an historic citadel 
known to all Americans. In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and Library, 
which is without equal in the United States. There are relics of every war in which this Country 
has engaged in, since its settlement. Many of these are Museum pieces and have been on display at 


various time in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the thirteen steps which lead up 
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to the Headquarters room of the Company, commemorated in bronze plates, are the names of 
the thirteen States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution and their respective state 
flag is placed on the respective step. Around the walls of the Armory are the portraits of most of 
the Captains who have commanded the Company since 1638 to the present day. The Armory 
is open to the public daily, and many thousands of visitors from every part of the country and 
many from abroad, are registered every year in the Guest Book. The position of the members 
of the Company in the social, civil and military life of the Colony indicates the respect which 
people entertained for the Company as well as the ability and prominence of its members. 
They were first in organizing churches and supporting them, they were prominent in framing, 
and also in administering the laws of the Colony; they were foremost in the introduction of 
manufacturing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the chief military minds of the 
Colony and among the first in its defense. Many of them were public benefactors contributing 
somewhat of their wealth to education, religion and charity. The members of the Company 
trod the fields of every battlefield of New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; 
they judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town government and levelled 
forests; they were active in settling the towns of the frontier. Nine tenths of the Company were 
loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, and by their experience in the Ancient and Honourable 
Artillery Company they served on every battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, 


from Bunker Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to Yorktown. This is the Company 


that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march through the streets of Boston, that John Adams 
and John Quincy Adams visited; that has had eight members who received our nation’s highest 
military decoration - the Medal of Honor - and has had four of its members serve in the world’s 
most important office, President of the United States, President James Monroe, Chester Alan 
Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John FE. Kennedy; the same Company which has always stood for, 


and always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 
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THE HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


In 1537 Henry VIII formed the company by Letters Patent from an already existing Guild of 
St. George charging it to attend to the Better Defense of the Realm and encouraging it to exercise in 
handling bows and handguns. The Company trained in the fields of Finsbury and built the centre 
part of Armoury House in 1735, adding the wings in 1828. From the 16th to the 18th Century 
the Company trained all the officers of the Trained Bands of the City and the Company's other 
principal-was maintaining law and order on the streets on behalf of the Corporation, before the 
formation of a police force. The word “Artillery” in its title is misleading since in the early days the 
word meant no more than a projectile weapon and the Company was solely infantry for its first 
250 years. After distinguished service in the Gordon Riots in 1780 the Corporation presented the 
Company with two brass cannons, the barrels of which still stand on the stairs in Armoury House, as 
a reward for their good service. From this time until 1973 the Company had the unique distinction 
of providing Infantry and Artillery units wearing the same cap badge. Although members of the 
Company fought in various wars as individuals, and indeed one, Robert Keayne, an carly emigrant 
to the United States, founded The Military Company of the Massachusetts in 1638, the Company's 
first formed body deployed on operations was in 1900 in the South African War as part of the City 
Imperial Volunteers 


When the Territorial Army was formed at the beginning of this Century, the } TAC’s Military 
Unit became part of it but the HAC’s traditional rights and privileges were preserved by an Act of 
Parliament in 1908 guaranteeing its independence. In both World Wars the HAC provided not 
only its own Infantry and Artillery Units in the frontline but also on each occasion 4,000 officers 
for other units of the British Army. Today, the Company has 2,400 members of whom 400 are 
serving in the Military Unit. All the rest have military experience as an essential qualification for 
membership. The Military Unit has a challenging role as part of NATO's Rapid Reaction Corps 
with the task of providing small patrols in the forward battle area to acquire intelligence and co ntrol 
long range weapons. The Military Unit also provides Guards of Honour in the City and fires the 
Salutes at the Tower of London. The Company of Pikemen and Musketeers, who provide the Lord 
Mayor's Bodyguard, contribute greatly to the ceremonial life of the City and the HAC also has a 
Light Cavalry Unit which keeps alive the skills of military equitation and takes part in ceremonial 
functions. The old tradition of policing the streets of London is maintained by the HAC’s own 
Detachment of Special Constables in the Metropolitan Police. With its historic House and unique 
area of playing fields, the HAC plays a special part in the life of the City and sponsors many unusual 
and diverse activities. Cricket has been played here since 1725 and the first ever balloon flight in 
the United Kingdom was that of Mr. Vincent Lunardi who took off from our Grounds in 1784.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING ROBERT KEAYNE 


Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, 1595. His father John Keayne, was a butcher, 
but Robert's interest moved him toward a career in merchant tailoring. He moved to London and 
served his apprenticeship until admitted to membership of the Merchant Tailor Corporation of 


1615. He joined the Honourable Artillery Company of London in 1623. He emigrated to Boston, 


via the ship “Defence”, in 1635, at which time he was 40 years of age. He established his home 
and his workrooms at the southeast corner of today’s State and Washington Streets and began to 
prosper far beyond the average of his fellow colonist, In consequence, he engendered the spiteful 
resentment of the ruling clergy in town, a thoroughly common experience at time. Such was the 
tyranny of the churches in Boston and in the environs that hundreds of spirited settlers fled to 
establish homesteads and farms in remote parts of New England. There might well be hostile 
Indians and dangerous animals as well, but these considerations were enormously outweighed 
by the fact that the harsh and dictatorial Seven Ministers were not out there in the wilderness. 
As Robert Keayne’s worldly estate grew, so did the Ministerial envy, finally culminating in an 


investigation by the General Court. 


First, it was felt that, inasmuch as “he was a professor of religion” he should not strive to 
make money. Secondly, inasmuch as “he was a man eminent ability” he should not strive to make 
money. Thirdly, inasmuch as “he was already wealthy and had but one childe” he should not 
strive to make money. Fourthly, inasmuch as “he came over for conscience’sake” he should not 
strive to make money. Fifthly, inasmuch as “he had already been warned by church-elders against 
money making and promised with tears no to do so” he should earnestly lock his till against the 
shillings. Wherefore, since he still grew richer, he should be fined 200 Pounds, an enormous 
penalty for the times. He actually paid fines of 80 Pounds. The church summoned the culprit 
and after lengthy debate finally decided to merely admonish Captain Keayne. Keayne was a most 
popular man in Boston and had been lavishly generous with his wealth, giving money to young 
Harvard College, to Boston Public School, toward a public market and a “granere’, toward a 
Towne House, toward waterworks, to the Church, to the ministers, to refresh the elderly, to aid 
his military Company, toward a library, to his servants and workmen, the list grows tedious. His 
was undoubtedly Boston's greatest philanthropist in his time. Many tales are told of his shrewd 
business acumen. His lengthy (53 pager, 5 1,000 words) Will made further donations to many of 
his earlier beneficiaries and in addition, the land for the Towne House plus 300 Pounds towards 
his construction. His will also specified that a room should be set aside, in the Town House, to 
shelter the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and, moreover, contained wise, far-seeing 
counsel to the Company and its posterity. Captain died in 1655 and is buried in King’s Chapel 
Burying Ground.

A Sergeant History 

While being a Sergeant is both a great deal of work and a great deal of joy (especially after the 

year is over), it is also an expensive proposition both in time and money. The Sergeants must 

raise money during the year to sponsor events like Toys for Tots, provide gifts for the FFDTD 

trip attendees, send Sergeants on the FFDTD Pre-Trip to arrange banquets and events, and to 
sponsor other events throughout the year. Sergeants have been creative throughout the years and 
in addition to their regular events, many “firsts” have been established by past Sergeants which have 
been carried forward to this day. 


Sergeant Firsts... 

Speaking of “firsts”, past First Sergeant of Infantry 1972-1973 Jack Drummey recalls “when the 
Marine Corps announced in the fall of °72 that they were starting a collection called “Toys for Tots’, 
several of the Sergeants recalling their days of WW II, Korea, and ‘Nam service in the Corp wanted 
to have the Ancients help out. We announced the Toys for Tots and purchased a big tree for the 
Hall co put the toys under. The Marine Reserves were pleased with the announcement flyer by 1S¢ 
SGT ‘Drum’. The twelve Sergeants talked it up.” 


Toys for Tots, The Beginning... 

“When the night came there were only a few Ancients there, and some of them didn’t bring toys! 
We thought we had a bomb. Then the members, late for whatever reason started to come in. Some 
with two or three gifts! The room crowded up and you could hardly see the tree for all of the 
toys. The Corps ‘gyrenes’ there said it was the biggest yet! ‘Semper Fi’ to the AHAC!” From First 
SGT Drummey’s humble beginning in 1972, Toys for Tots has become a Sergeants’ staple event 

to this day and will certainly be a premier Sergeants’ event for many more years to come. First 
Sergeant “Drum” and the gang from ‘72/73 were also the originators of what has become today’s 
Sergeants’ Yearbook. Before then, the yearbook was little more than a roster of the company and 
a brief listing of the year’s events. The Sergeants 1972/73 began greatly expanding the yearbook 
with articles (“You're Not an Ancient..., Company History), photos, and memories of the year 

to make the Yearbook a treasured keepsake. Later, the Yearbook was expanded even further with 
advertisements, more articles, and more photos until it has become a major event of its own which 
the Sergeants work on throughout the year. 


A Night at the Pops 

Another first was started by the Sergeants 1981-1982. Long before this group of Sergeants were 
voted in, they met and made the decision to combine two great Boston traditions to kick off their 
year's program. Thus the first “Ancient’s Night at the Pops” came into being. It wasn’t easy, since 
they had to guarantee selling out the entire orchestra seats and tables. This required up front 


money in the thousands! So they all dug deep and made the commitment. 
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On that night, every seat was sold and occupied. The Pops played a program dedicated to the 
Ancients. The 1981-82 Sergeants in mess dress passed out roses to all the female guests. “There was 
an on stage presentation by First Sergeant Phil DePasquale and Jerry McCarthy to John Williams, 
director of the Pops. The evening ended in the Symphony Hall annex with a collation of wine and 


snacks. Many members of the Pops orchestra joined the Ancients for this marvelous function. 


The Sergeants.. 

Who were these guys? In addition to First Sergeant of Infantry DePasquale and First Sergeant 

of Artillery McCarthy, others were Al Petrulis, Fred Messaro, Charlie Martin, Bob Danner, Mike 
McNally, Jim Kirley and their fallen and missed comrades the late Arthur Nashawaty PC, Larry 
Warner, Joe Keller, Red Downs, and Lenny Voce. Although this has not become an annual event, 
it has been done by other Sergeants’ groups since including most recently by the Millennium 
Sergeants 1999-2000. 


More Firsts.. 

Other Sergeants “firsts” include the first Grand $10,000 Raffle which was initially a free FFDTD 
trip and was later expanded to a $10,000 cash prize. The initial Raffle was believed to be the 

brain child of John Mastromarino and the 1994-1995 Sergeants. First Sergeant Randy White and 
the 1993-1994 Sergeants conceived the June Day VIP which has been greatly expanded in recent 
years to include special privileges and gifts to those who help out the Sergeants financially at the 
beginning of their year. The 1997-1998 Sergeants initiated an Ancients Night at Fenway Park 
which has been carried on not every year but by other Sergeants groups since. This seems to be 
more popular when the Red Sox are winning! No surprise there. 


There have been many more “firsts” throughout the years and the Sergeants have always worked 
hard to give the Company the many traditions which have endured for so long as “Sergeants” 

events.” Along with Toys For Tots Night and special events as noted, the Sergeants also host a June 
Day Reception, a Golf Day Outing, a Bon Voyage Party before the FFDTD trip, a hospitality suite 
every evening on the fall trip, at least two banquets during the trip, a Farewell Party in the spring to 
end their year, and of course, the Sergeants’ Yearbook.

WELCOME TO THE MUSEUM OF THE 
ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


The company was chartered in 1638 by the Great and General Court of Massachusetts Bay colony. 


Its Headquarters and Armory have been here in Faneuil Hall since 1746. 


Facing you at the west end of the Armory is the Great Seal of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Commissioned in 1897, it is made of one piece of wood and measures seven feet in height and is five 


feet wide. The Indian (Massasoit) has a slightly different stance in the modern Seal. 


The portraits that go around the upper walls are past Commanders of The Ancient & Honorable. 
Starting on the left end of the room they are in chronological order. The “thing” hanging around their 
neck is called a gorget, the symbol of the Commanding Officer. In the days of armor it was the large 


collar that connected the breast plate to the helmet. An exhibit of the gorget is to your right. 

In 1899 the Armory was expanded from thirty feet to the present forty-eight feet. To celebrate this, 
the Ancients commissioned five Boston artists to paint thirteen historical paintings. All were painted 
between 1901 and 1903. The series starts on your right. No - “Washington Crossing the Delaware” is 
not the original; that is in the Metropolitan Museum in New York. 


The painting on the west wall called “The First Muster” depicts the Ancients on Boston 


Common in 1638. A Drum Head Election of Officers took place and has been repeated every 


year since. 


[he stairway to the commander's quarters has thirteen steps. The name plates are in the order of 


that State's ratification of the Constitution. Delaware first and Rhode Island last. 


The flags represent each State. 
Flags on the walls are as follows: 


On the right, the Cross of St. George to the Star Spangled Banner tells the story 
of the United States flag. 


On your left are the flags of the Colonial and Revolutionary War period. 


The Ancients still meet here from one to four times a month. 


Ihe objects in the Museum Room are memories of the Ancients over the years.

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THE EVOLUTION OF FLAGS FLOWN IN AMERICA

By the time of the fourteenth century, groups, armies and nations used some type of identifica- 
tion such as banners or flags. The first use of such identification were the English. They adopted the 
Cross of St George as a Standard and Ensign. In 1386 all of King Richard II’s men wore a red cross 
on the front and back of their uniform. St George was a Roman soldier of the third century and died 


a Christian martyr. 


When banners or flags were brought to this country, they were first displayed in Jamestown in 
1607; Plymouth in 1620 and Boston in 1630. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, for- 


merly known as “The Military Company of the Massachusetts”, used this flag. 


The Colonies of Plymouth, Massachusetts Bay, Connecticut and New Haven in 1643 made an 
alliance under the name of “The United Colonies of New England Defense.” In 1643Sir Edmund 
Andros was appointed Governor of the New England Colonies by King James II. The King presented 
the Colonies a new flag of the red Cross of St George on a white field centered by yellow or gold 


monogram of the Crown of the King. It was known here as the Governor Andros flag. 


In 1603 James VI of Scotland became James I of Great Britain, thus uniting England and Scotland 


in 1606 by proclamation. The Cross of St Andrew joined together to form the Union flag or The 
King’s Colors. 


In 1649 King Charles I was beheaded and the union of England and Scotland dissolved. The 


Union flag was replaced with the Cross of St George until King Charles II] ascended the throne and 


the Union flag came back into use. 


From 1707 to 1801 the Union flag was a red ensign with the symbol of the union of Scotland and 
England in the canton. The 1707 Parliament ordered that the King’s Colors should be used on land 
and at sea. This flag is also known as the Red Ensign, Meteor or Grand Union. On January 1, 1801 
the Cross of St Patrick, a red diagonal saltire of crosses was used to create the flag of Great Britain; 


that is, the one in use today. 


A flag created for American use is called the Cambridge Flag, the Grand Union or the Continental 
Flag. It is a striped version of the English Meteor Flag. There is no mention of the official establish- 
ment of this flag in either public or private documents, nor do the journals of the Provincial or Con- 
tinental Congresses mention it. It was first own on Prospect Hill in Cambridge, now Somerville, on 
January 1, 1776 near General George Washington’s Headquarters of the newly formed Continental 


Army. 


On June 14, 1777, the Continental Congress resolved: “That the flag of the thirteen United States 
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be thirteen stripes, red and white, that the union be thirteen stars white in a blue field, representing 
a new constellation.” Credit for making the flag is given to Mrs. Betsy (Elizabeth Griscom) Ross, of 
Philadelphia. Congress appointed George Washington, George Ross and Robert Morris to a Commit- 


tee “authorized to design a suitable flag for the nation.” The design lasted until 1795 


Vermont came into the Union in 1791 and Kentucky in 1792. In recognition of these states in the 
flag Congress resolved: “That from and after the first day of May, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety five, the flag of the United States be fifteen stripes, alternate red and white and that the union 
be fifteen stars in a blue field.” Enacted and approved by President George Washington on January 13, 
1794. This was the flag of the United States for twenty three years. It was the flag that Francis Scott 
Key saw in Baltimore Harbor on the night and morning of September 14, 1814 which inspired him 


to write the poem “The Star Spangled Banner.” 


On July 4, 1818, the flag reverted back to thirteen stripes and a star for each State. We still honor 
that revision in the American flag of today. Our National Colors proudly display thirteen stripes and 


fifty Stars to fulfill the original goal of a new constellation

My Fellow Americans: 


Last night, when I spoke with you about the fall of Rome, | knew at that moment that troops 
of the United States and our allies were crossing the channel in another and greater operation. 
It has come to pass with success thus far. 


And so, in this poignant hour, I ask you to join with me in prayer: 


Almighty God: Our sons, pride of our nation, this day have set upon a mighty endeavor, a 
struggle to preserve our Republic, and our civilization, and to set free a suffering humanity. 
Lead them straight and true; give strength to their arms, stoutness to their hearts, steadfastness 
in their faith. 


They will need Thy blessings. Their road will be long and hard. For the enemy is strong. He 
may hurl back our forces. Success may not come with rushing speed, but we shall return again 
and again; and we know that by Thy grace, and by the righteousness of our cause, our sons will 


triumph. 


They will be sore tried, by night and by day, without rest -- until the victory is won. The dark- 
ness will be rent by noise and flame. Men’s souls will be shaken wth the violences of war. 


For these men are lately drawn from the ways of peace. They fight not for the lust of conquest. 
They fight to end conquest. They fight to liberate. They fight to let justice arise, and tolerance 
and goodwill among all Thy people. They yearn but for the end of battle, for their return to the 


haven of home. 


Some will never return. Embrace these, Father, and receive them, Thy heroic servants, into Thy 


kingdom. 


And for us at home -- fathers, mothers, children, wives, sisters and brothers of brave men over- 
seas, whose thoughts and prayers are ever with them -- help us, almighty God, to rededicate 
ourselves in renewed faith in Thee in this hour of great sacrifice. 


Many people have urged that I call the nation into a single day of special prayer. But because 
the road is long and the desire is great, I ask that our people devote themsleves in a continuance 
of prayer. As we rise to each new day, and again when each day is spent, let words of prayer be 
on our lips, invoking Thy help to our efforts. 


Give us strength, too -- strength in our daily tasks, to redouble the contributions we make in 
the physical and the material support of our armed forces. 


And let our hearts be stout, to wait out the long travail, to bear sorrows that may come, to 
impart our courage unto our sons wheresoever they may be. 
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And, O Lord, give us faith. Give us faith in thee; faith in our sons faith in each other; faith in 
our united crusade. Let not the keeness of our spirit ever be dulled. Let not the impacts of 
temporary events, of temporal matters of but fleeting moment -- let not these deter us in our 
unconquerable purpose. 


With Thy blessing, we shall prevail over the unholy forces of our enemy. Help us to conquer 
the apostles of greed and racial arrogances. Lead us to the saving of our country, and with 

our sister nations into a world unity that will spell a sure peace -- a peace invulnerable to the 
schemings of unworthy men. And a peace that will let all men live in freedom, reaping the just 
rewards of their honest toil.

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and dragging my feet, I began walking toward the beach. | was unable to run. Ahead of me in 
the distance, as | came across the sand, I could see high bluffs rising above the beach. I knew, of 
course, that enemy fire was being directed down onto the beach from those bluffs, and I could 
see the survivors of the landing already using the base of the bluffs as shelter. 


Machine-gun fire was hitting the beach, and as it hit the sand it made a “sip-sip” sound, like 
someone sucking on their teeth. What I found when I finally reached the seawall at the foot of 
the bluffs is difficult to describe. I can only call it disorganized chaos. Men were trying to dig 
or scrape trenches or foxholes for protection against incoming fire. Others were carrying and 
helping the wounded to shelter. We had to crouch or crawl on all fours when moving about. 
To communicate, we had to shout above the din of the shelling from both sides, as well as the 
explosions on the beach. Most of us were in no condition to carry on. All we could do was try 
to stay alive for the moment. Along the beach | could see burning wreckage and equipment, 
damaged landing crafts, and of course, men trying to get off the beach. 


The enormity of our situation came as I realized that we had landed on the wrong beach sector 
and that many of the people around me were from other units and were strangers to me. What's 
more, the terrain before us was not what I had been trained to encounter. All disorganized, all 
trying to stay alive. | remember removing my flamethrower and trying to dig a trench while 
lying on my stomach. Scared, worried, and often praying, I tried to help some of the wounded. 
One or Two times I was able to control my fear long enough to race across the sand to drag a 
helpless GI out of the water and save him from drowning in the incoming tide. That was the 
extent of my bravery that morning. When clear thinking began replacing some of our fear, 
many of us accepted the fact that we had to get off the beach or die where we were. Word was 
passed that a small draw providing access up the bluff had been found and that attempts were 
being made to blow the barbed wire with bangalore torpedoes and find a way up through the 
mines. As I worked my way up the draw I could hear the bangalores blow, followed by other 
explosions. By the time I reached the opening in the wire, a few men had already gone through. 
I could see them picking their way up the slope. As I started up, I saw the white tape marking 
a safe path through the mines, and I saw the cost paid to mark the path for us. One or two Gls 
had been blown to death, and another, with both legs gone, was being attended to by the med- 
ics. Anyhow, before I could reach the top of the bluff, word was shouted that we were to come 
back down, because the navy was about to shell the area above us. For some unexplainable rea- 
son, we didn’t come all the way back down; maybe it was the fear of triggering some undetected 
5 mine. I remember foolishly standing about forty feet below the top of the bluff and watching in 
amazement, the power and accuracy of the navy fire landing just above me. I could look back 
across the water and see the ship firing its guns. I think it was the USS Augusta. The shelling 
ceased in about fifteen or twenty minutes, and we continued our climb to the top. I found an 
area entirely devoid of vegetation, marked by shell craters and covered by a maze of trenches, 
dugouts and firing positions. 


Pfc Harry Parley, age 24, E Company, 116th Infanery: 


As our boat touched sand and the ramp went down ] became a visitor to hell. Some boats on 
either side of us had been hit by artillery, | was aware that some were burning and some were 
sinking. I can’t recall if there were cries from the wounded. The air was thick with smoke and 
the roar of exploding shells. 1 shut out everything and concentrated on following the man in 
front of me down the ramp and into the water. | stepped off the famp into a deep pocket in 
the sand, forcing my body completely underwater. With no footing whatsoever and with an 
eighty-pound flamethrower on my back I was unable to come up. I knew I was drowning and 
made a futile effort to unbuckle the flamethrower harness. Inadvertently, I had raised the firing 
arm, which is about three feet long, above my head. One of my team saw it, grabbed hold, ang 
pulled me up out of the hole onto solid sand. Then slowly, half drowned, coughing water 
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SAINTE MERE-EGLISE 
4 OCTOBER 2009 
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4 October 2009 the company is welcomed at Sainte-Mere-Eglise for church services 


at Eglise Notre Dame de la Paix. 


The German occupation of the town had taken place by 18 June 1940. During 1944 there were 
frequent allied air raids on the town and the nights of the 5th and Gth of June were no different 
A house in the square caught fire (now the site of the Airborne Museum), possibly caused by- 
one of the marker flares dropped by the pathfinders. The inhabitants formed a chain with buck- 
ets from the pump in the square (now a listed monument). At this point parachutes were seen 
in the night sky and began landing in and around the town. It was the 82nd Airborne Division_ 
The Germans opened fire and ordered the locals into their houses. The town was taken by men,_ 
bers of the 505th led by Lieutenant-Colonel Edward C. Krause. At 04:03 the Stars and Stripes 
were hoisted over the town and Sainte-Mere-Eglise was the first town to be liberated in France. 


Paratrooper John Steel had the misfortune of landing on Eglise Notre Dame de la Paix, his 
chute being caught on the steeple. He hung there for two hours while the fighting continued 
on the ground before being cut down by the Germans, taken prisoner and later rescued by the 
Americans. An effigy of John Steel can be seen on the church to this day. 


There are two notable stained glass windows, one showing the Virgin Mary surrounded by 


paratroopers, the other shows St. Michael (patron saint of paratroopers). Both were dedicateg in 
1972. 


The town hall contains the Stars and Stripes fown over the town on the day of liberation. Tr 
was also flown at Naples in 1943 when it too was liberated. It was brought to Normandy by 


Lieuter ant-Colonel Edward C. Krause, and was given to the town by his widow upo s dear 
ay 
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Col Robert Murphy

The town of Saint-Mere Eglise, contains Rue Robert Murphy, a street named in honor of the 
Roslindale, MA native who joined the army at 17 and parachuted there on D-Day. He dedi- 
cated part of his life to maintaining the memory of the civilians and soldiers who died there on 


6 June, 1944. 


Historians have confirmed that Bob Murphy was the first guy out and on the ground on the 
82d’s lift into Normandy. He landed around a quarter after midnight on 6 June and was a 
member of the original pathfinder platoon, the 505 Parachute Infantry Regiment. This was 
the only regiment to land intact on D-Day, exactly where it was supposed to, on a high grassy 
meadow, 1-mile due west of Sainte-Mere-Eglise. Bob's job was to mark the drop zones for the 
paratroopers to follow. 


Beginning in the early 1960's, he made annual parachute jumps into the town with other 
veterans. The anniversary jumps he made were in HALO- “high altitude low opening”- mode, 
jumping out at 10,000 feet and not pulling the rip cord until 2,000 feet. 


Bob Murphy spearheaded the campaign to raise funds for a C-47 aircraft, the type the para- 
troopers used on D-Day. It is now located in front of the Airborne Troops Museum, which Bob 
Murphy was instrumental in creating. 


Bob kept going back there to keep what happened alive. He was an icon there, the keeper of the 
flame. 


When Bob passed away in 2008, approximately 2000 Sainte-Mere Eglise residents attended a 
funeral Mass in his honor. 
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Pointe du Hoc 


3 October 2009 


“Gentlemen, as you know this will be our last stop today. We have covered the beaches from 
one end to the other, and now we have a feel for the magnitude of this operation. Every man 
had a sense of Duty and Courage. Failure was not an option, for the alternative was not 
acceptable. Civilization and Democracy depended upon it. Each man’s courage on land and sea 
carried the day. Gentlemen, there were many battles that day but one seems to stand out in the 
minds of men, the taking of Pointe du Hoc. May we have a moment of silence please. ...Kindly 
dedicate the flowers and Present Arms.”

At the cliff of Pointe du Hoc, Rangers climbed in the 
face of fierce resistance, taking fearful casualties, but 
eventualy drove the Germans from their fortifications, 


The elimination of the big guns was accomplished by 
0900 G June. 


Responding to an interviewer's question 10 years 
later, CO, Col. James Earl Rudder asked “Will you 
tell me how we did this?” 


The Normandy American Cemetery is the largest American Cemetery from WWII. It 
sits on a cliff overlooking Omaha Beach. It contains 9,387 graves of US service men and wom- 
en. Of this number, some 307 are unknowns, four are women and three are Medal of Honor 
recipients, including President Roosevelt’s nephew, Brigadier General Theodore Roosevelt Jr. In 
addition there are 33 pairs of brothers buried side by side. 


On the walls of the semicircular garden on the east side of the memorial are inscribed the names 
of 1,557 American Missing who gave their lives in the service of our country, but whose remains 
were not located or identified. At the center is a bronze statue entitled Spirit of American Youth. 
Facing west at the memorial, is the reflecting pool, the mall with burial areas to either side and 
the circular chapel beyond. Behind the chapel are statues representing the United States and 
France. An orientation table overlooks the beach and depicts the landings at Normandy. The 
servicemen commemorated here represent all but one of the 50 States. 
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Captain Downing presents the Old North Church

16 December 1944, the enemy in Europe launched its major counter offensive of the war. For 

the location of its attack, they chose the Ardennes Forest where their first breakthrough had achieved 

such tremendous success in 1940. Prepared in the greatest of secrecy, the plan called for three armies to 
attack on a narrow front. The assault began 0530 hours under the cover of fog and rain and initially was 
quite successful as the enemy broke through on a 45-mile front. However, American soldiers resisted, 
blocking all attempts to expand the width of the penetration. 

At St.Vith a furious struggle prevented the enemy's use of its vital road junction for a crucial period. In 
Bastogne, at the other vital road junction, American defenders clung tenaciously to their positions even 
though they had been surrounded for five days. 

On 22 December 1944, the U.S. Third Army launched a strong counterattack against the southern flank 
of the penetration. The next day the skies cleared sufficiently to permit the U.S. Eight and Ninth Air 
Forces to join the battle and to drop supplies to the defenders at Bastogne. Driving relentlessly forward 
despite strong opposition and bitterly cold weather, the U.S. Third Army broke through the enemy 
cordon around Bastogne on 26 December. The U.S. First Army counterattacked from the north on 3 
January 1945 and ten days later met with the U.S. Third Army at Houffalize. By 25 January, the enemy 
salient no longer existed, 

In February, the U.S. Third Army drove the enemy from Luxembourg and breached the Siegfried Line. 
After capturing Trier, It continued its advance, seizing bridgcheads across the Kyll River and launch- 

ing an attack to reach the Rhine. The U.S. Third Army units north of the Moselle River advanced first, 
covered by fighters and bombers of the U.S. Ninth Air Force. By 10 March, all enemy units were cleared 
from the west bank of the Rhine north of its junction with the Moselle at Koblenz. 

On 13 March, Third Army troops north of the Moselle River turned to the southeast to attack in coordi- 
nation with the U.S. Third Army troops advancing south of the river. By 21 March, the entire west bank 
of the Rhine had been cleared in the U.S. Third Army sector. The next night, ina surprise assault, the 
U.S. Third Army crossed the Rhine at Oppenhein, a prelude to the final offensive of the war.

General George Patton Jr. 


9 October 2009 the company held a wreath laying ceremony at the tomb of General 
George Patton Jr. Patton's ancestors fought in the Revolutionary War, the Mexican War and 

the Civil War. He attended the Virginia Military Institute for one year and went on to graduate 
from the United States Military Academy at West Point on 11 June 1909, and was then com- 
missioned a Second Lieutenant in the 15th cavalry Regiment. 


General Patton represented the United States at the Stockholm Olympics in the first Modern 
Pentathlon. Originally open only to military officers, it was considered a rigorous test of the 
skills a soldier should possess. Twenty-six year old Patton did well in the multi-event sport, 
consisting of pistol shooting from 25 meters, fencing, a 300 meter free style swim, 800 meter 
horseback riding and a 4-kilometer cross country run. He placed fifth overall, despite a disap- 
pointing development in the shooting portion. While most chose .22 revolvers, Patton felt the 
event's military roots warranted a more appropriate weapon, the .38. During the competition 
Patton was penalized for missing the target completely, though he contended the lost bullet had 
simply passed through the opening created by previous rounds from his .38. 


After the Olympics, Patton kept busy taking lessons at the French Cavalry School and study- 
ing French sword drills. In the summer of 1913, Patton received orders to report to the com- 
mandant of the Mounted Service School in Fort Riley, Kansas, where he became the school’s 


first Master of the Sword. He designed and taught a course in swordsmanship while he was a 
student at the school. 


Patton's first real exposure to battle occurred when he served as a member of the legendary 
General John J. Pershing’s staff during the expedition to Mexico. In 1915, Patton was sent to 
Fort Bliss along the Mexican border where he led cavalry patrols. A year later, he accompanied 
Pershing as an aide on his expedition against Francisco “Pancho” Villa into Mexico. 


Pershing promoted him to Captain and asked him to command his Headquarters Troops upon 
their return from Mexico. With the onset of World War I in 1914 tanks were not being widely 
used. In 1917, however, Patton became the first member of the newly established United States 
Tank Corps, where he took full command directing procedures and even the design of their 
uniforms. He and his men achieved victory at Cambrai, France, during the world’s first major 
tank battle in 1917. 


Using his first-hand knowledge of tanks, Patton organized the American tank school in Bourg, 
France and trained the first American tankers. He had 345 tanks by the time he took the bri- 
gade into the Meuse-Argonne Operation in September 1918. When they entered into battle, 
Patton had worked out a plan where he could be in the front lines maintaining communica- 
tions with his rear command post by means of pigeons and a group of runners. Patton 
continually exposed himself to gunfire and was shot once in the leg while he was directing the 
tanks. His actions during that battle earned him the Distinguished Service Cross for Heroism, 
one of the many medals he would collect during his lifetime. 
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Patton saw tanks as the future of Modern combat. Congress, however, was not willing to 
appropriate funds to build a large armored force. Even so, Patton studied, wrote extensively 
and carried out experiments to improve radio communications between tanks. He also helped 
invent the co-axial tank mount for cannons and machine guns. 


When the German Blitzkrieg began in Europe, Patton finally convinced Congress that the 
United States needed a more powerful armored striking force. With the formations of the 
Armored Force in 1940, he was transferred to the second Armored Division at Fort Benning, 
Georgia and named commanding General on 11 April 1941. Two months later, Patton ap- 
peared on the cover of Life magazine. Also during this time, Patton commanded the Seventh 
Army during the invasion of Sicily in July 1943, and in conjunction with the British Eight 
Army restored Sicily to its citizens. Patton Commanded the Third Army in France. His troops 
dashed across Europe after the battle of Normandy and exploited German weaknesses with 
great success, covering the 600 miles across France, Belgium, Luxembourg, Germany, Austria 
and Czechoslovakia. When the Third Army liberated the Buchenwald concentration camp, 
Patton slowed his pace. He instituted a policy, later adopted by other commanders, of making 
local German civilians tour camps. By the time WWII was over, the Third Army had liberated 
or conquered 81,522 square miles of territory. 


In October 1945, Patton assumed command of the Fifteenth Army in American-occupied 
Germany. On 9 December, he suffered injuries as the result of an automobile accident. He died 
12 days later, on 21 December 1945 and is buried among the soldiers who died in the Battle of 


the Bulge in Hamm, Luxembourg.
